The independent claims is drawn to a method of filling a capsule for containing a 
powder by a) placing the capsule in a filling state b) creating an airflow through the 
capsule such that powder from an external source is entrained into the internal chamber 
of the capsule and c) moving the capsule to a sealing state. Steps b) and c) of this 
method are not taught nor fairly suggested by the prior art. 

As requested by applicant's representative, the examiner hereby notes that the 
withdrawn claims 1-35 which were canceled by examiner's amendment above were 
withdrawn due to a restriction requirement between inventions. If this non-elected 
invention is made the subject of a properly filed divisional application, it would be 
considered "an application filed as a result of such a requirement" within the meaning 
and protections of 35 U.S.C. 121.
